The steam er was below Hazelton 
when the accident occurred, passing 
through a narrow canyon, w’hich can 
be run only at certain stages of wa­ 
ter, where the strong current carries 
river boats three-quarters of a mile In 
a minute and a half. 
The port quar­ 
ter crashed against 
the rocky wall 
and the stern swung around and was 
battered against the 
opposite wall 
for the boat was longer than the can­ 
yon was wide. 
The big vessel heeled 
over with 
the weight 
of water and 
Bank rapidly. 
The Mount Royal was built at Vic­ 
toria. n C., in 1902. 
She was 130 feet 
long,

While the battle raged in the street 
less adventuresome rioters went to the 
tenem ents and showered bricks and 
chunks of coping and flower pots upon 
the heads of those below.

police reserves of four precincts two 
hours to beat the com batants into sub­ 
mission.
